Wo are then told thatthe srrangemonts, | 
or Convention concluded between the Hongkong 
Government and China for the prevention of 
opium smugeling wid the Colony, are “vary sim- 
plo—theyinvel ve nathiug more than theco-opera- 
tion of the Hongkong authorities.” Thisis auch 
the sume way of putting the fact that the Hong- 
‘kong-anthoritios-have-beer-indnesd-to-agree-tya| 
Convention, of which all the advantages will ga 
to China, a8 the same fournal’s racant version of 
the tribuie clause in the Barmah Treaty. Tha 
Mail avid there had beon vo recognition of the 
suzprainty of China in Burmah, England merely 
agreod to“ a decennial passige of local produca 
taking place from Burmah to Peking. This the 
Chinese are at liberty to patany construction 
they ploase upon.” The English Foreign Office, 
it appoars trom what passed lately in Parliament, 
puts differont construction apo it, for Sir 
James Fergusson, tho Under-Soorotary, con- 
straes it in’ this way—England is to allow the 
highest authority in Burmah to continue the ten 
yearly soissions—that is, will continue to‘send 
tribute to Poking docenniully, It appears from 
explanations given in sume Indian papers that 
the intention is that a Burmese shall boar the 
tribute, but that does not matter, for every Bur- 
inese is a8 ranch 4 British subject as the Harl of 
Dafferin is, and the higheat authority will as 
fally represent the Queen ashis Lordship would. 
To return to the Hongkong Convontion: we are 
told from Tokyo that though its terms may not 
now be ‘stated in detail, as thay have not yot' re 
ceived the sanction of the Hongkong Legislative 
Council, the gistofthem 1s thatthe “local anthort- 
ties undertake te assist the Chinese Customs, and.

The Hongkong Government is, 
we have hoard, about to prohibit all carrying of 
opium by night stoamors, to which ' there oan be 
no objection on the part of fair-tradors, and the 
Viceroy of Kwangtang is going to allow foreign 
goods to be imported in native junks, but this 
will make the goods liable to the: foreign Cus- 
‘toms dnty, to avoid which was the reason’ of 
their boing sont in native craft. Thero is, wo 
learn, vary little probability of the blockade of 
Hongkong boing given np. Tho “removal of 
the restviotions on the carriage of foreign. mer- 
chandize in junks to Kwaogtung” whea put 
into: plain language, is that tho collection of 
duty on thoin is made.as oortain a3 4 regalation 
.can make: it, but the blookade qnestion is loft as 
it was. Tho facilitation of tho import of foreign 
goods into the South-west provineas only means 
that Lord Rosebery before leaving office in- 
strnotod the Minister at Peking to try and get 
the West River opened and the residence of a 
Consular olfigor af some large place on it por- 
mitted. We shonld like to’ know what advant- 
ages to their trade tho French obtained by 
their treaty which it is now afeat of diplomacy 
to got a discount on in our favour? The Hauoi 
Chambor of Commorco, in the protest which wo 
published tho other day, showod. that thair 
Mordial, irntaresta had -beon ‘neglected by its 
framers, and injurad by tha treaty, and every. 
body who had read it oarefally had already coma 
to the anmo conclusion. Tf the Convention pro- 
vides that tho West River shall be oponed 
simultaneously with the action which the Hong- 
kong Government are to take for the prevention 
of smuggling, good and well. But we oan learn 
nothing abont thot, aud ab present it seems 
as if everything bud been given to them which 
tho Chinese asked,—short of the  estoblish- 
mant of 2 Customs in Hongkong,—and this upon 
trast. "This is not diplomacy ; and wo shall be 
surprised if it does not moet with severa criticism 
at home, and we trust the Hungkong community 
will seo that every interest of theirs is safeguard, 
ed, und as fnll concessions obtsined from the Chi- 
nese ox those ‘the Colony grants. ‘That grat 
efforts have been made ta mask the true nature 
of the Barmah Convention, .is shown by: the 
many different readings of the tribute clange 
which have boon put forth in England, Indio, and 
Japan. ‘l'ho latest ojtempt to draw off public at- 
tention is in the explanation that only its broad 
outlines ava heon agreed to, and that 
its final “settlement will ako’ place . at 
Peking.

to be tolerably indenendent and to criticise 
to some extent the actions of the Chinese 
Authorities, Bat the growth of the Prosa. 
in China itself mast be slow indeed for some 
years'to come. While tho people so pro. 
foundly distrust the Authorities ‘hit they 
will not voluntarily subseribe a single dollar 
to a"Loan which the Viceroy of tha ‘Two 
wang bas been attempting to raise,'tiough 
there is plenty of unamploged capitatin the 
couatry, itis not likely that the Press can 
flourish aa un exponent of free opinion. The 
merebaats and tradere do not support mans 
darin-inapired journals, though. thoy will 
doubtless appr-vo of the action taken by the 
Kwangtung ‘Authorities in advocating pubs 
licity for all caxes of robbery occurring in 
the province.

ag. ships of' war would hive to ba told off 
to defend the depéts.” ‘I'he ramour, bow- 
ever, was disposed of by Sir. J. Fznavason, 
who on tha 7th ult, in reply toa question 
from Dr. Tanner, sinted in the House of 
Commons that “ no decision had been taken 
to abusdow. Port Hamilton.” It will be 
noted that tha Under Secretary of State.for 
Foreign Affsirs volunteered no information 
beyond the pald negntive to tho question, 
and it’ ia evident that whilo no decision to 
abandon Port Hamilton hag been taken, no 
decision has been arrived at to permanently 
retain it. We sve no reason why the port 
should be expensively fortified. It can be | 
defendsd hy bovma nnd ‘torpedoes, and ag | 
there ia no great aimoiut of property to dee 
fend the Sqnadron might be relied upon to 
keep an enemy at bay.
